WHAT TO EAT.—An ordinary meal is 


generally composed of five ingredients— 
animal or nitrogenous food, starchy or 
sweet food, watery vegetables, bever- 
ages and condiments. This food, when 
digested, is taken into the system by 
blood-vessels. For persons, and espe- 
cially for workingtnen, in this climate, 
meats are the most easily digested, and, 
at the same time, are most nourishing 
food. Tripe is the easiest and pork is 
the hardest to digest. Among vegeta- 
bles, rice and boiled cabbage are the 
extremes. Any thing that is fried in 
fat is extremely indigestible. Milk con- 
tains the five ingredients referred to 
above, and so is really "all sufficient." 
Mothers make a great mistake in trying 
to induce infants under two years of 
age to eat starchy food, for there is no 
alkaline fluid in the stomach of an in- 
fant, by which the 
starch can be 


changed into sugar, and so infused into 
the system. It has been estimated that 
a man working in the open air daily 
needs fifteen ounces of meat, eighteen 
of bread, three and one-half of butter, or 
fat, 
and fiftv-oue of water. 
An ex- 


cess of starchy food is to be carefully 
avoided. Men who handle lead ought 
to abstain Irom alcohol, for, if too much 
is taken, the kidneys, which throw off 
the poison of the lead, are likely to be- 
come diseased.

dressing differently as the weather 
changes. On cold, rainy days one re- 
quires thicker clothing than when the 
eun pours down, hot and sultry. It is a 
popular idea in this country that if we 
wear specially warm clothing in the 
house, our ulsters and great coats will 
afford us no eitra protection when we 
go out. But this is disproved by every 
one's experience, if people will only 
think of the facts which have come 
within their own observation. Most per-, 
eons must have noticed that, after sitting 
in a theater which is insufficiently heat- 
ed, and getting chilled to a greater or 
less degree, the putting on of coats and 
cloaks when going out seems to have no 
eftect, and the chill which remains is 
apt to result ill a severe cold. On the 
other hand, if an overcoat ia kept on in 
a cold theater, so that the wearer feels 
comfortable, his warmth continues after 
he goes out, and the change of tempera- 
ture does not bring the eipected effect, 
notwithstanding that no addition is made 
to clothing. Such an experience as this 
should convince us that the wearing of 
clothing made especially for warmth 
should not be confined to the open air, 
but that the indoor draughts and occa- 
sional chilliness, to which every one is 
more or leas subject, should be provided 
against by always wearing warm cloth- 
ing, in the form either of an extra suit 
of flannels, o» of an outer coat or dress- 
ing gown. 


TOOTHSOME HINTS.—It is natural for 


some people to have better teeth than oth- 
ers, but all must give attention to their 
cleansing and other treatment if they 
would have good teeth in old age. A 
moderately still brush should bo used 
thoroughly at least twice a day—morn- 
ing and night. Scft water (blood-warm) 
and a mere taste of the best soap—white 
castile, for instance—are the only re- 
quisites beside the brush. Powders 
are generally injurious to the enamel, 
and so'are ;the much-advertised liquid 
mixtures. Strong acids, like lemon- 
juice, ore destructive, and the mingling 
of hot and cold food or drink at meals ia 
very harmful. Use, however, on hard, 
nutritious food, like well-baked Graham 
bread and crackers, promotes tooth- 
growth ; while soft, watery food tends 
to weaken the teeth. It is now the 
opinion of leading dentists in Europe 
and this country that tho reason thare 
is so much tooth decay in early life is 
in a large degree owing to the soft ma- 
terials given to children as food, which 
are swallowed with scarcely any chew- 
ing. On the appearance of decay a den- 
tist should be employed. Much tooth- 
ache is due to indigestion and constitu- 
tional debility, 
and much so-called 
" neuralgia " may be traced to decayed, 
carious teeth. Care in the matter of 
diet, and watchfulness with regard to 
the condition of the teeth, would save 
people a vast deal of suffering and ex- 
pense.

Summering There. 


QCEBIDA, COLO., June 18, 1882. 


DECATUK REPUBLICAN; — It is Sun- 


day by the calendar, but it is a bar- 
ren ideality in this mining town. All 
the operations of busy life go for- 
ward as they did on business days. No 
business house is closed. The saw 
mill rattles raid sings. The ponder- 
ous steam engines of the mines puff 
their sulphurous breath and the cage 
plays up aud down the shaft of the 
Busick mine, (500 feet, bringing up 
in its ascent the rich Tellurides from 
the stores below. It is said, how- 
ever, that not long since this town 
had a surprising tit of virtue. The 
occasion was a serious one, for on 
that Sunday morning Tim McCarty 
had fallen down a perpendicular 
shaft 65 feet aud never afterwards 
drank whisky either straight or mix- 
ed. So the boys were serious and 
that afternoon had a Sunday School.

Mr. Editor, for the purpose of this 


letter, I imagine that yon are with 
me to-day and that we take a stroll 
for the benefit of the mountain air. 
To begin with, we are 8000 feet 
above sea level, and we will go up 
Tyndal Mountain, which appears 
to stand just across yon little green 
park only a few hundred 
yards 


away. See the summit how calm 
and" restful it lies up there in the 
azure with a patch of cumulus cloud 
hanging just above it. A few min- 
utes' walk, and what a grand pros- 
pect we will enjoy. So here we go; 
but I'll just take this dinner bucket 
along, for it may be we will wish to 
linger ou the summit and uot come 
down to dinner. (I knew when I 
started that it would take many long 
hours, and that;the mountain side 
so smooth would gradually disclose 
some indescribable gaps and gorges 
and that 3000 feet of hard climbing 
was before us, but I wanted the edi- 
tor in good heart). This mountain 
which we are now beginning to as- 
cend is one of the highest points of 
the Greenhorn range. 
The rock 


which builds up its grand pro- 
portions is porphyry, distinguished 
from granite mainly by the absence 
of mica. We observe that the south- 
ern slopes of the mountain are bare 
of vegetation, while the northern 
ones are often well timbered. This 
fact is due to the absence of mois- 
ture in the one case, and its presence 
in the other. Listen, I hear a sound 
like the roar of a coming deluge. Oh, 
that's the wind moaning in the pine 
tops. We are on the flout hill now, 
and, as the miners say, we will strike 
solid formation. Don't a{ep on that 
cactus there. It is about the size of 
a quart cup, studded thickly with 
thorns, and has a beautiful red flow- 
er crowning its conical apex. It is a 
miser among plants, for it imbibes 
all the moisture it can get in this dry 
altitude, and loses nothing by evap 
oration. Beheld the daisies and but 
tcreupn; and here's another plant 
that throws np a central stem and 
blooms like a hyacinth, and also sev 
eral varieties of the diauthiw family. 
Among these stern and rugged rocks 
flowers are indeed the jwetry of 11:1 
ture. 


Life is real, life is earnest, at least 


mountain climbing is, for it's up. up 
and around and around, here and 
there awa, up. up, np. Thought you 
would rest, eh? Can't breathe? Why 
yon are blowing like H pospoise! 
There's a vast amount of air here 
and of superior (jnality, but it's a lit 
tie thin to the new coiner. 
I'.-ilpita- 


tiou of the heart, did you say'' Yon 
are in love with the mountains, that 
explains it. When 1 was a youth I 
experienced simihw sensations, aud 
my mother said it, was caused by a 
slight perturbation of the sensibili- 
ties under the stress of a certain af- 
finity; but iu your case it is doubt- 
less due to the want of oxygen in the 
lungs iu sufficient quantity to purify 
the blood and the heart labors by a 
succession of rapid strokes to free it, 
self from the gathering volume and 
force the current, onward. So there 
you -lie like a fish with its gills open 
smothering in an oceau of nir. Rest- 
ed again, and onward alid upward 
we go. Be careful now; the paths 
along this ledge are rather narrow. 
only four feet and a rock as big as 
the tabernacle overhangs it.while ou 
the other hand is a chasm with a 
downward plunge <rf (SCO feet. Sup- 
pose wo crawl; it's just as safe; (per- 
tinent to this subject of danger and, 
after considering all the questions of 
climate and place, I am of the opin- 
ion that it is not entirely safe living 
anywhere). 
Thank your grand- 


mother yon are safely passed over 
the bridge of sighs. A few more 
stops and we lie prone upon the peb- 
bly top of the mountain in the noon- 
tide of a glorious June day. Yes 
spring has come up the river valley, 
crept up the canons, spread over tlie 
foot hills, and ten days ago lapped 
her warm robes around the moun- 
tain sides, while winter gathering np 
his white drapery retreated hastily 
to the highest peaks of "Sangite de 
Christo. 


June, fresh, radiant, rosy June on 


the mountain top, bringing into ac- 
tivity all the productive forces of na- 
ture, clothing the valleys with ver- 
dure, and the mountain sides with 


can ne'er express, yet cannot all con- 
ceal.'' 
Heaven lies all about us 


in our infancy, for the child is tall of 
faith and wonder.' -On sach a day 
as this, in such a place as this, the 
spirit revives and is young again, 
and airy voices from the infinitude 
of silence whisper: "Son of Man 
thou art one with ns; and, when thou 
art old, thou shalt see that the eve- 
ning hath its rainbow like as the 
morning. When the lusts and am- 
bitions of mortality shall decay and 
be cast aside, if thou enter Heaven 
thou shalt enter as a little child with 
faith in the everlasting and wonder- 
brightening into the sunshine of an 
immortal day. Lift up thine eyes, 
O spirit, chained to doll decay, and 
look np beyond the mountain top 
and the silvery clouds, and catch the 
impulse of yon azure Orient of a new 
world wherein the eternity and pos- 
sibility of thy being shall tally un-- 
fold." 


The prospect from Mount Tyndal 


is expansive, beautiful and sublime. 
Twelve miles away to th« west 
stretches the snowy range of the 
Sangre De (Jhristo mountains, extend- 
ing far southward into New Mexico, 
and beyond, containing the relics of 
the Cliff Dwellers, aud the buried 
cities of au extinct civilization. 
To 


the north massive and impressive 
rises Pike's Peak, white with snow, 
and still beyond his snowy compan- 
ions stand in line until the last one 
is clasped in the colcl embrace of the 
pitiless Arctic. Eastward lies the 
sunny plain of Colorado and Kansas, 
and the fruitful and teeming valley 
of the Mississippi; and there, too, is 
home with the hopes, the memories, 
aud the labors of twenty years, and 
there, too, "Is the east and Juliet is 
the sun." 


Yon want to know what I am talk- 


ing about, do you? Well, most any- 
thing. Do yon see that haze in the 
atmosphere streaming from Horn's 
peak like the tail of a comet? That 
is a young cloud just hatched. It's 
larger now and denser. 
See how it 


waves and curls in the breeze. Now 
it has broken loose. See how it 
floats across the valley, gathering all 
its companions on the way. It is 
coining to shake hands with Tyndal. 
Gracious! there's something in the 
wind. The sun, the blue heavens, 
and . the wide expanse of mountain 
and valley of a moment ago are gone. 
Ho1*' dark it is! One could not see 
a man twenty feet. 
We are in a pa- 


vilion of cloud, and darkness has 
become our habitation. 
How it 


whirls and eddies and envelops! It 
docs not rain, for this is where the 
rain is made. It does not thunder 
for this is where the bolts are forged. 
It is a suffused mist,

white feather, when parties made dili- 
gent search for Mr. Bitzer (captain of the 
Keseue professional team) to serve the 
protest upon him, but in vain, for he 
kept himself hidden as we verily believe, 
until his team started to rim." Bitzer 
was on the ground immediately after the 
Mn«catiue Rescues ran. This will indi- 
cate pretty clearlj the manner in which 
the professional team was allowed to run 
against legitanuita hose teams, and that 
the claim of the Decatnr Hescuee to the 
sweepstakes prize is just, it is only neces- 
sary to state that the officers of the Deca- 
tur l!e«ciies had protest papers served 
upon tin- seen-tary of the professional 
team before they ran ou- Friday, and a 
copy of the protest was also previously 
handed Mr. liodmau. Iu this connection

MAN FOUND DEAD. 


Joseph SCnmidt, an Old Bachelor, Dies 


Alone in His Cabin. 


The report reached ihe city last evening 


that a man had been found dead in his 
little log cabin in the timber in Wheat- 
land township, a uhort distance south of 
Captain Allen's residence. Coroner Din- 
neefl repaired to the place and held an 
inquest on the body, which proved to be 
that of Joseph Schmidt, aged 50 years, 
and a bachelor, who had been living in 
the cabin since early last spring. He was 
a gardener by occupation, and cultivated 
a little patch of ground about his lonely 
habitation. 
The lifeless body was dis- 


covered by a neighbor named Peter 
Schaniel, on yesterday afternoon. The 
cabin was poorly furnished. There was a 
rude bed and a trunk, in which were 
found some clothing and a German bible 
and prayer book, together with German 
papers, which the deceased had procured 
from William Niedermyer aud Philip 
Riebsamen. 


The only witness was Peter Schaniel 


who testified: I live iu Wheatland town 
ship, Macou county. On Friday, June 
23, I* went 
from home to see him 


(Schmidt) and when I reached the house 
I called three or four times and got no 
answer, so I went in and found him lying 
dead. The doors were open. He was ly- 
ing on his hands and knees dead. I 
found a cup beside him, and it looked to 
me as if he had been eating something. 


THE VERDICT. 


We, the undersigned jurors, sworn to 


inquire of the death of Joseph Schmidt, 
ou oath do find that he came to his death 
by a disease unknown to us, in Wheat- 
Innd township, Macou county, 111., be- 
tween June 21 aud June 24,1882.

The Decatur Guards and Rifles Viewed 


by Major Vance Last Evening. 


One of the moat interesting epochs in 


the history of the local military compa- 
nies has passed and the officers and pri- 
vates are in fine spirits to-day, became 
they realize that they acquitted them- 
selves creditably last evening, when the 
companies were inspected apd viewed by 
Major J. W. Vance, Assistant Inspector 
General of the Second {Brigade, L N. G. 
Owing to the heat it was arranged to 
hold the inspection on the parade ground 
on the enclosed corner west of the county 
jail building. The Decatur Guards, Co.

Discoveries at Pompeii. 


A. woman with a child has been dis- 


covered at Pompeii in a narrow street 
twelve feet above the level of the an- 
cient pavement. It is well-known that 
the catastrophe of 79 A. D. commenced 
with a thick shower of small pumice 
stones, by which the streets oi Pompeii 
were covered up to the roofs of the 
houses. Stones were succeeded by ashes, 
which became solid owing to the action 
of successive showers of boiling water; 
and these ashes now form the top layer 
of the materials which cover the ruins 
of Pompeii Most of the unhappy be- 
ings who remained in the houses after 
the eruption first reached the town made 
their escape through the windows, but 
the greater part of these fugitives could 
have taken but few steps, and must have 
been quickly snflocated by the poisonous 
fumes. With one arm the woman -whose 
skeleton has now been found was clasp- 
ing the legs of the child, whose body 
shows contraction in the arms and legs, 
and a general emaciation, which lead us 
to suppose that the child must have been 
very ill. It was a little boy about ten 
years of age. Doubtless the woman was 
the mother of the child. Some jewels 
found on the female skeleton indicate a 
person of condition; two bracelets of 
gold encircled the arm which held the 
boy, and on the hand were two gold 
rings, the one set with an emerald on 
which is engraved a horn of plenty, and 
the other with an ametliyst bearing a 
head of Mercury.

One of the columns was hollow, 
and contained a hydraulic machine to 
raise the required quantity of water 
In fact, the art of gardening, with all iti 
modern appliances, including irrigation 
and the transplanting of grown trees, 
was practiced in Babylon as effectively 
as in the Bois dc Boulogne or Hyde 
Park.
